This can be accounted for 


not only by the return of prospectors as 
above referred to. hut by the belter con- 
dition of the ground, with greater freedom 
from water, and by the stimulus of recent 
discoveries which have been more nu- 
merous than usual. Of course with the 
advent of winter all fissure vein prospect- 
ing will cease in the newer districts and 
most of the camps will be practically 
abandoned'.ill next season, but nothing is 
visible on: the surface in the carbonate 
camp and a prospect shaft can be started 
here with the same chances of success in 
winter as ip summer. 
Every prospector 


for catbonatea expects- to dig -through 
more or less wash and porphyry before 
finding his first indications of mineral. 
There is little" or no vacant ground to be 
found in the vicinity of Leadville, but 
some new shafts .will_ be smarted on old 
claims in the hope of better luck than 
may have attended work already done. - 


Not only is the ground all practically 


taken up about Leadville, but in too.many 
cases it is covered twot three or four 
claims deep. Our inefficient mining laws 
have left an open field lor misapprehen- 
sion, conflict and litigation. , The result 
has naturally followed in bad blood, lead- 
ing too frequently to open warfare or to 
stoppage of promising development and 
the consequent hindrance to the progress 
ofthecaVp. The lawyers have apparent- 
ly reaped their- harvest, however, and 
hereafter will be merely gleaners of the 
field, for the pccient tendency, of conflict 
ing-parties is towaid corripromtse-and con 
solidation. 
A number of strong; compa- 


nies have recently been formed through 
the consolidation of conflicting claims, on 
the stock basis. In most cases these com 
panies have adopted a 
reasonal basis of 


valuation and propose to conduct their 
operations honestly and legitimately. The 
local sentiment of Leadville is strongly 
against inflated stocks and wild-cat mining. 
The parlyzing effects of speculative stock 
jobbing have been so keenly felt that our 
people are out of all patience
